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ARCHBISHOP TO 
“THE CLERGYMEN 


What Primate Advises Clergy to do 
in Reference to Deceased Wife's 
Sister Law. 


—— 


London, Sept. 31.—His Grace the 
Archbishop of Canterbury has arrang- 
ed to leave London for Scotland, and 
will be absent throughout the remain- 
der of September. His Grace has ar- 
ranged, however, to preach ‘the ser- 
mon at the opening of the Church 
Congress at Yarmouth on October 2, 

The “Canterbury Diocesan Gazette,’ 
just issued contains the following let- 
ter by the Primate: 

“T ought at once to say « few words 
to the clergy and laity of the diocese 
respecting the bill which has just 
passed through parliament legislating 
the marriage of a man with his de- 
ceased wife's sister, The indirect and 
incidental consequences of this mea- 
eure are important, and these will re- 
quire very careful consideration by 
the bishops and their advisers. About 
these, therefore, IT say nothing at pres- 
ent, but there are one or two points 
upon which an immediate word is de- 
sirable. The act leaves to every in- 
cumbent full discretion as to whether 
or not he will solemnize such a mar- 
riage, if requested to do go, If he de- 
clines it is again left to h’s discretion 
to say whether or not he will sanction 
its solemnization by another clergy- 
man in the church under his control 
and care. This discretion covers, of 
course, the proclamation of banns. 

“T have already, although the bill 
is only to-day receiving the royal as- 
sent, been asked for advice in a speci- 
fic ease, and it may be well, there- 
fore, that I should at once let it be 
known that we shall, In my judgment, 
serve best the interests of the church 
and people by not solemnizing such 
marriages or further their solemniza- 
tion in ehuarch.

series of serious public manifesta- 
tions. The demonstrations, despite 
the fact that several arrests fere made, 
was almost entirely an orderly one.

Wave of Crime. 

It was organized not much 
against the wave of unspeakable 
crimes committed on little girls,whieh 
lately has increased to an alarming 
degree and which it is feared the com- 
mutation of the sentence of Soleillant 
will only stimulate, Several thous- 
and persons were engaged in demon- 
strations at various points of the city 
and especially large was the crowd 
in the Place St. Ambroise, near which 
live litthe Martha Erberding, the viec- 
tim of Soliellant, 

Women Lead Demonstration. 

The rage of the women in this dis- 
trict has been great since President 
Fallieres issued clemency to Soliel- 
lant. They assembled with their hus- 
bands and others of their sympathiz 
ers and were augmented in numbers 
by crowds of curious persons.

Soon the streets were choked by a 
vast mob and the police reserves were 
called out to disperse it. The parade, 
however, assembled again and several 
of the more violent demonstrators

Wilson Says Harvesting is 
Under Way There. 


F. L. Wilson, who is a son of F, D. 
Wilson, the Hudson’s Bay factor at 
Fort Vermilion, arrived in the city 
last night, from an 800 mile journey 
by boat and stage. He left the fort 
on the steamer Peace River and tra- 
velled to the Crossing, and then on 
to Dunvegan. From there he went 
to St. John’s, where both the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. and Revillon’s have 
posts. At 8t, John's, he hired teame 
and started on a ninety mile portage 
to Slave Lake. The roads were in 
bad shape. 

“It rained steadily for three days, 
and of course that did not help them 
any,” said Mr. Wilson, 


At Slave Lake Landing he took a 
steamer to the mouth of the Little 
river, hoping to find the boat that 
would take him to Athabasea Land: 
ing there. After waiting five days he 
decided to get on as best he could. 
After making a sixteen mile portage, 
he built a raft of logs, and placing 
his baggage on it, started on an eighty 
mile trip down the river. It took two 
days. The intervening night he spent 
on the beach, Reaching Athabasca 
Landing to took stage to Edmonton, 


Fort Vermilion is a Hudson's Bay 
trading post about eight hundred 
miles north of Edmonton There are 
about fifteen people at the post, and 
the company have established a flour 
and saw mill, and supply the country 
for miles around with flour and dress 
ed timber, The Indians and half- 
breeds are employed in these ‘mills, 
and are declared io be splendid work- 
ers The mills and chief factor’s 
house are lighted by electricity. 

“The red men have had a very poor 
year,” said Mr, Wilson, ‘‘and the 
trade has been greatly curtailed, The 
Indians had a hard time last winter 


The snow was deep, and the cold se 
vere. The wolves were plentiful and 
ravenous, and killed nearly all tha 
young moose The result was there 


great searcity of moose thir 

But they are a hardy race.’ 
In speaking ‘of the surrounding 
sountry he said: “The land around 
he Fort for m les is magnificent farm 
The soil is rich and produe 
tive. There is a fine open _ prairie, 
eadily adaptable to cattle raising

AS IN JUDAH SO 
IN WEST TODAY 


Stringency a Discipline to Vulgar 
Parade of Wealth—Rev. Dr. 
McQueen’s Sermon. 


Rev, Dr, McQueen oecupied the pul- 
pit of First Presbyterian church last 
night for the first time at an evening 
s@vice since his assistant, Rev. F. W. 
Kerr came last May 

Dr McQueen preached from the 10th 
chapter of Isaiah, which describes the 
chastisement of Judah by the Assyr- 
ians for the wickedness of King 
Ahab, His sermon dealt with the 
value of the Old Testament as exem- 
phfying in a concrete manner the 
principles by which God dealt with 
the Kingdom of Judah as illustrative 
in a more general way the dispensa- 
tion of His providences, which were 
the same “yesterday, to-day and ior- 
ever,” 

For this reason the Old Testament 
would never cease to be a source of 
guidance in the essential actions ol 
human life and government. 

The immediate subject of , the 
preacher was the problem of affliction 
and the ministry of hard times in the 
individual and national life, ss welt 
as in that of the church. This was, 
indeed, one of the eternal questions, 
the only solution of whieh was the 
supremacy of God in truth and righ- 
teousness. The Assyrian peril was 
God's instrument of discipline for the 
extravagance of the people of Judah 
in sin and wantonness, The preach- 
er drew a vivid parallel, comparing 
the present day in Western Canada 
with Judah in Ahab’s reign, and ar- 
gued the stringeney that was upon us 
would have the effect oi disciplining 
the vulgar parade of wealth in society 
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by Rev. Marshall in McDougall 
Church. 


In the MeDougall Methodist Chureh 
Sunday evening, Rev. Edeon EK. Mar- 
shall prewched on the subject, “The 
Idolatry of Success.” This was the 


firet of a series of three sermons to 
be deliveréd by him on successive 
Sunday evenings. The subjects of 
the remaining two dre ‘The Idolatry 
of Pleasure” and the “Idolatry of 
Novelty,” 

In his treatment of the worship of 
Mammon, the preached was effective- 
ly daring and fearless. He demon- 
strated the folly of pursuing riches at 
the sacrifice of health. “Wherein 
does a man profit in the attaining of 
wealth if in the effort of doing so he 
lose the capacity to enjoy it,”’ was one 
of his forceful conclusions. 

A large congregation heard the ser- 
mon. 

‘rne text was taken from the first 
chapter of Habakkuk, a part of the 
sixteenth verse; “Therefore they sac- 
rifice unto their net, and burn in- 
cense unto their drag.” 

The modern man is not prone to 
worship the sun, the moon, the stars, 
or the myriad of other gods to whom 
the ancients paid tribute, he said, but 
the temptation to worship idols re- 
mains. Idolatry is the worship of 
anything which comes between God 
and us. The modern idols are free 
thought, Mammon, fame, honor, ap- 
plause, pleasure and countless others. 
The most pronounced of the idols of 
to day are success, pleasure and nov- 
elty. 

The market is full of books enun- 
ciating the essentials to success. Sue- 
cess may keep the wolf from the door, 
but what of the tiger Success is not 
a barrier to sorrow or a_ defence 
against temptation, but is a poor shel- 
ter in a time of storm. There’s & 
vital question which must be asked 
of the man who gets on. It is did he 
get up, An honest man is preferable 
to a rich man. There are men who 
get on, and who fail to get up. There} 
are others who do not get on, but get 
up. They are pronounced failures by 
the world, But are they? The man 
who retaing his principles even at 
the sacrifice of the opportunity to 
acquire wealth is not a fa‘lure, He 
is a crowning suécess, 

A man does not need to despise 
wealth, but in the pursuit of it, he 
should not let his honor and his hon- 
est) be sacrificed. A man is a pauper 
who has nothingtbut riches. The man 
who bears an wnspotted name ranks 
infinitely higher’ than the man who 
possesses only millions. 

The creed of the man who is looking 
to get on is that ‘the chief end of man 
is gold. Death is‘the end of specula- 
tion. Heaven is pated with gold and 
hell is a place for the retention of the 
shiftless of this wérld. It has been 
said that the jiear ‘of poverty among 
the educated classés is the greatest 
menace to modern’ civil zation, The 
creed of to-day is nothing wants 
something, enough desires more, and } 
opulence demands the earth.
